Wharfs lively neighbour unveiled 


T he latest masterplan for 
the Wood Wharf project 
has been submitted to 
Tower Hamlets Council. 
The centrepiece of the predom¬ 
inantly low-level community 
development is a distinctive 
skyscraper packed with luxury 
apartments. 

Canary Wharf Group has made 
a shift away from corporate 
towers to development with 


more of a community feel 
including facilities for live-work 
hubs and social space that creates 
the sort of buzz intended to 
foster entrepreneurial clusters. 

It says the ambitious scheme 
will be "defined by a network 
of high quality parks and public 
squares with a kilometre of 
dock-edge walkways". 

Homes will range from 
park-side townhouses to 


affordable housing and luxury 
penthouses in residential 
skyscrapers. 

Meanwhile, offices will be 
focused on creative media, 
technology and telecoms. 

There will also be more than 
100 shops, restaurants and cafes. 

In total there will be 3,100 
homes and 240,000sq m of office 
space.

After the meeting the mayor 
said: "Such allegations [regarding 
branded stationery] are very 
serious and potentially imply a 
breach of electoral law. The actual 
complaint relates to unbranded, 
council acknowledgement letters 
sent pursuant to casework.

CALLS have been made to overhaul 
regulations which are allowing 
leaseholders to be “ripped off and 
exploited by unscrupulous property 
management companies”. 

Poplar and Limehouse MP Jim 
Fitzpatrick called a debate in the House 
of Commons last week urging the 
Government to act in light of ongoing 
issues in luxury tower blocks on the 
Isle of Dogs. 

The MP said two towers, Canary 
Riverside and 1 West India Quay - the 
development on top of the Marriott 
Hotel - were particularly pressing. 

He said the greatest problem was 
for leaseholders struggling to impose 
the right to manage their own estate. 

“I have two high-profile cases 
running at the moment: one on the 
Canary Riverside development and 
one on the West India Quay devel¬ 
opment,” Mr Fitzpatrick told MPs. 

“Both involve companies owned 
by the Yianis Group and are operated 
by Octagon Assets. They are in major 
disputes with residents, who have real 
problems in getting their situations 
resolved. 

“The right to manage estate ballots 
procedure is very complex, especially 
where there are absentee owners 


who are sub-letting and it is also very 
expensive.” 

Mr Fitzpatrick said disputes across 
the country were a growing issue, but 
particularly in Tower Hamlets with 
the large amount of new develop¬ 
ments springing up. 

“I have had a number of cases in my 
constituency of Poplar and Limehouse 
in the past 16 years involving people 
in very expensive properties; profes¬ 
sional and qualified individuals, 
residents who paid large sums of 
money for the homes that they 
inhabit,” he said. 

‘They are being ripped off and 
exploited by unscrupulous property 
management companies and 
individuals who have spawned these 
management companies.” 

Yianis Group declined to comment 
and The Wharf was unable to contact 
Octagon Assets by the time of going 
to press.

The danger of 
tolerance as

T olerance has been taken 
hostage. Last week, three 
men were jailed for their 
actions as part of the east 
London "Muslim Patrol", a gang 
of extremists who tried to 
enforce Sharia law by bullying 
passers-by, first with 
megaphones and then with fists. 

Extremists such as these feel 
emboldened to pursue their 
cause because our muddle- 
headed society hesitates. 

The fanatics know that if they 
dress their thuggery in the robes 
of religion, tickle society's liberal 
guilt and excite its base fears 
they will be given a loophole, 
maybe even an embrace. 

Society does not condemn 
swiftly and with venom because 
we are out of practice and

because condemnation itself is a 
minefield of shifting tastes. 

Instead, we gather in the 
outlaws and normalise their 
behaviour. For evidence, look to 
the hate preachers who crave an 
audience at our universities. 

Last month. Universities UK 
gave their members clearance to 
segregate an audience - men on 
one side, women on the other - 
if a mixed audience would cause 
"offence" to the speaker. 

It's almost too atavistic to 
believe. 

If homosexuals had outward 
signs of their leanings, would 
universities suggest a section for 
them too? Or if Jewish people 
could be identified - by means 
of a Star of David pinned to 
their lapels perhaps - would the 
speakers be permitted to put 
them in a pen? 

This complicity in the name of 
tolerance is not just lily-livered. It 
is slippery, it is disgusting 
and it is dangerous.

ason Donovan, 45, has been 
acting for more than 30years, 
first becoming a household name 
in Neighbours. With the release 
of the DVD of the War Of The Worlds 
stage show at The 02, the Australian 
actor and singer talks about his 
involvement, his life in showbusiness, 
and why he’s not bothered about the 
25th anniversary of “that” wedding to 
Charlene... 

How did you get involved in War Of 
The Worlds ? 

■ It came to me a couple of years 
ago. I did the first season with Justin 
Hayward -1 played the Artilleryman 
- and the producers asked me back. I 
did a reasonable job, but they wanted 
me to do something different to try 
and mix it up so I played another role, 
the Parson. 

Jeff (Wayne) and Damien (Collier), 
who’s the producer, really liked it, 
and so they’ve asked me back for next 
year too, so I’m pretty happy. 

I love the job and it’s nice to be 
playing big arenas. It helps me steer 
myself away from doing Saturday 
matinees, which I don’t really enjoy 
that much. 

The original album scared me as a kid. 
What are your memories? 

■ I remember that string section; 
the classic string line that we all 
know, but I wasn’t too aware of the 
piece beyond that. I know it was very 
successful in Australia; they’d done a 
number of tours down there. 

The War Of The Worlds stage show 
is presumably strong in the technical 
department? 

■ The main driving force for 
something like this is certainly the 
music, that’s the backbone of it, but 
audiences have come to expect more.

I certainly 
understand how there’s a big 
affection for it, but I’m concentrating 
on The War Of The Worlds DVD at the 
moment and I’m not thinking about 
Scott and Charlene’s wedding, to be 
honest. 

What's been your favourite role over 
the years? 

■ They all have fond memories for 
me. War Of The Worlds is one of the 
highlights because last year I worked 
with Ricky Wilson and Marti Pellow - 
two people I admire and respect - and 


Kerry Ellis, and of course (hologram) 
Liam Neeson, who remains very “one 
dimensional” throughout the whole 
experience. 

Is there a dream project you'd like to 
do? 

■ I love working live, but I’d love 
to get my teeth stuck into some 
more drama and TV. That would 
be something that would make me 
happy. 

My strengths, I believe, lie in my 
acting. That’s why story is always 
very important to me. I do love music 
and musicals and theatre, it’s just that 
I’ve done a lot of that of late.

■ Well my father’s an actor, and we 
tend to follow our parents in a lot of 
ways, but I was always very realistic 
about whether that opportunity 
would come to fruition.

■ My advice to people is just to work 
hard. There’s no such thing as being 
lucky.

Drawing The Line 


Hampstead Theatre 

I t is only early in December yet the 
artery-clogging strains of festive 
hits, pantos and sentimentality are 
already slowing my step. 

This is the antidote. This fine play 
- concise and authoritative - blows 
away any cobwebs and does that 
immaculate hat-trick familiar to 
Howard Brenton’s work - it teaches, 
entertains and respects the audience. 

Britain, broke and beleaguered after 
the Second World War and finding 
empire increasingly unsustainable 
decides to dismantle 200 years of rule 
in India in five weeks. 

Viceroy Lord Mountbatten (Andrew 
Havill) is keen for a foreshortened span 
to whisk his wife (Lucy Black) away 
from the arms of statesman Nehru 
(Silas Carson) while PM Clement Atlee 
(John Maclcay) sees the end of coloni¬ 
alism as a socialist imperative. 

Which brings us to Cyril Radcliffe 
(Tom Beard). Not exactly an unknown, 
for he was a high-flying legal mind but, 
still, the Establishment functionary 
had no knowledge of India, or maps, 
or politics. 

But it was to him that fell the task 
of drawing the line that would create 
Pakistan. 

That line would spell doom for 
hundreds of 
thousands - they 
would either lose 
their homes or 
their lives. 

Radcliff e’s 
disinterest was 
key - he would 
be able to show Tom Beard 
objectivity - but 

the intoxicating India, beautifully 
evoked here under the direction of 
Howard Davies - comes to bend his 
steel-trap mind. 

It was more than any man could 
take - and Tom Beard’s Englishman 
abroad seems physically to crumble 
during the course of the play under 
the pressure of an impossible task. 

He is hectored and bullied by 
seasoned politicians, and religious 
leaders including Nehru, Jinnah (Paul 
Bazely) and their acolytes and insiders. 
Not geography then but realpolitik. 

There is wit and slapstick in the 
play (“the rites of back passage”) but 
centre stage is profound and engaging 
discourse on the practicalities, obliga¬ 
tions and timebomb compromises of 
hasty nation building.

Our verdict 


A sweeping epic given focus 
with intelligence and precision 


In the latest in our occasional series 
on how to make the most of a 
casino visit, ROB VIRTUE looks at 
one of the most popular games at 
Aspers Casino in Westfield Stratford 
City - Blackjack. 


It's a card game then? 

Yes. All the players take on the 
dealer, which makes a nice change. 

How do you play? 

You are dealt two cards face up. The 
dealer also gets a card. The idea is 
to get to or as close to 21 without 
going bust. You hit (signalled by 
touching the table in the area front 
of you and behind the cards) as 
many times as you want until you 
go bust or, hopefully, decide to 
stick (do a swiping horizontal hand 
motion across the top of the table). 

Then the dealer gets a second 
card. He then has to keep twisting 
until he is over 16 - if he's not 
already. If he goes bust everyone's 
happy, except the casino. Which is a 
good thing. 

Sounds as if the odds are in the 
gambler's favour? 

Yes but not quite. As croupier Viktor 
Csuka tells us: "The advantage for 
the house is it doesn't have to do 
anything to win. You can just go 
bust and only otherwise does the 
house have to play." 

What's it like to play? 

It's a chilled out game of cards 
without as much to think about as, 
say, poker. 

Viktor said: "I would recommend 
Blackjack if you're with friends or 
family. It's the best game to play, 
sitting down relaxing but with 
many actions. It's also a good game 
because you have an impact on the 
cards." 

What other actions? 

Well, the real fun comes when 
doubling bets or splitting cards and 
that's dependent on what cards are 
dealt. 

"If the dealer gets a six a lot of 
people double their bet even if they 
are on low cards, because they are 
betting the dealer goes bust," said 
croupier Viktor. 


Why's a six bad? 

Well a picture card represents 10 so 
that's by far the most likely number 
you'll get. Thus, the most likely 
outcome after a dealer gets six is for 
him to get to get a 10, which then 
means anything over a five and 
the dealer goes bust. In theory of 
course... 

And splitting? 

If your two cards are the same - two 
fours, two sixes, two picture cards 
etc - you can split them and play 
two hands. Risky but, again if the 


dealer has a bad card, it can reap 
rewards. 

Anything else? 

Most casinos ask for a minimum 
of two players at each table - or 
alternatively there can be one 
player playing two hands of cards. 
Which can be annoying if you don't 
want to expose yourself to losing 
two hands at once and have no-one 
else to play with. At Aspers there's 
no minimum number of players 
needed for play to start.

Steamed fish with wasabi and ginger marinade 


T his recipe uses several 
typical Japanese 
ingredients. The flavours 
work well with just about any 
fish or shellfish. 

Serves 4 

Ingredients 

4 white fish fillets, each 
150-175g, skinned and 
pin-boned 
For marinade 
2 cloves garlic, chopped 
1 tbsp pickled ginger 
1 tsp sichuan peppercorns 
1 tsp wasabi paste 
1 tbsp wakame flakes 
2 tbsp rice wine vinegar 
1 tbsp sunflower oil 

Method 

Put the fillets on a large plate.

What’s it like to eat at newly 
opened Est India? 

"The food is as sharp as the decor. 
Clean, modern, unfussy, well spiced 
and not afraid of itself.

E ast India?” I’m imagining the caller is 
saying on the other end of the phone. 
“No, E-S-T, E-S-T, Est,” the owner hoots 
with increasing animation at my end. 
“It’s Est India.” 

With the benefit of hindsight, I wonder 
whether he and his partners are beginning to 
regret the naming decision. 

That conversation will probably only occur, 
say 20 or 30 times a day. Besides, what does it 
mean? Established India? Latin for It’s India? A 
nod to colonialism? 

Bum dubbing aside, it turns out to be a little 
gem. Sharp decor - complete with disarming 
elephant wallpaper and the ubiquitous 
oversized exposed filament lightbulbs - sets 
off the simple modern service well. 

It’s a Monday and, having walked past many 
empty eateries on the lengthy schlep to the 
wrong end of Union Street, I’m surprised 
to be surrounded by Londoners who 
have all the characteristics of real 
paying diners. 

As it only opened last Tuesday this 
must be a huge boost for the place and 
it’s clear what’s behind it. 

The food is as sharp as the decor. 

Clean, modern, unfussy, well spiced 
and not afraid of itself. Provided the 
quality doesn’t slip it’ll keep the seats filled and 
see a steady stream funnel down from London 
Bridge despite the unpromising location. 

Starters of lceema pav (£4.50) and papri chatt 
(£4.90) are dainty but share well. The former,

effectively a minced lamb spread served with a 
buttered muffin, wins the battle as the chatt is 
just a tad on the floury side, if well balanced on 
the flavour front. 

The chef is clearly happy to release the heat, 
which is refreshing in the face of blander curry 
chains. 

And there’s more searing spice as the mains 
arrive. My north Indian fish lcari (£10.50) is a 
beautiful concoction. Perfectly cooked cubes 
bathe in a crisp, fresh sauce, melting to nothing 
in the mouth. Shot through with a powerful 
ginger note, I’m salivating just thinking about 
it now. 

My companion’s bhutani lamb (£9.30) is 
slightly below the high bar set by the fish 
but pairs well enough with a decent Malbec 
(£22.70). 

A trio of desserts (not on the menu, but 
available by request) finishes things off 
in sweet, sticky style. If nothing else, 
the walk is worth it just to sample the 
pulverised, honeyed carrot cake that’s 
more Christmassy than finding the legs 
of an obese man clad in red sticking out 
of your fireplace on December 24. 

It explodes in the mouth and tingles 
all the way to the extremities. 

A sweet cup ’o chai is served and 
delivers a spiced counterpoint to the overload 
of sugar. 

Then it’s back out into Borough’s curious 
blend of spent converted warehouses, hidden 
dives and railway arches all skewered on the 
lit point of The Shard. 

It might seem a bit of a stretch but the one 
chink in Canary Wharfs culinary armour is 
its lack of decent Indian food. If you fancy a 
solid curry at reasonable rates you could do a 
lot worse.

Counsellor tells Beth Allcock how Wharfers 
can plan for good cheer during the festivities 


W hile for many Christmas is a 
time of fun, happiness and 
festive cheer for others, it 
can also be a period of family 
tensions, bouts of loneliness or grief. 

Whether you're a young Wharfer 
heading back to your parents' home, 
a new mum or dad striving to create 
your first family Christmas or a couple 
with two sets of pressurising parents, 
measures can be taken now to ensure 
tensions reduce and your mind 
remains healthy. 

Owen Redahan, a counsellor 
who works from his base in Cannon 
Studios, West India Quay, said for 
those looking to create their own 
festive plans this year, conversation 
and pre-planning were key. 

"Traditions at Christmas change 
and evolve," he said. "They are not 
set in concrete and 
new ideas can be 
fun and interesting 
but communication 
is important.

and thinking ahead about what 
causes rows and tension to plan ways 
to avoid them.

B ootcamp training in the heart 
of a Greenwich ecological 
area could prove the perfect 
tonic to a festive period spent 
in the company of rich food. 

Personal trainer Shenda Falvey has 
been running her five-weekly sessions 
at Central Park, on the Greenwich 
Peninsula, for the past three and a 
half years, building up a loyal band of 
fitness followers. 

The hour-long classes are packed 
with a variety of cardiovascular 
activities, abs sessions and some 
shadow boxing to help participants 
lose weight and tone up. 

The mum-of-two, who swapped 
a career in PR to study for qualifica¬ 
tions in personal training, sports 
conditioning, boxing and ante and 
post-natal fitness, promises there’ll 
be no military-style screaming and 
shouting in store for 2014’s bootcamp 
recruits. 

“Most bootcamps aren’t really 


like that and it really depends on 
the individual,” said Shenda. “When 
people come to your bootcamp, they 
are coming for you as a trainer. 

“It’s about having a bit of a giggle. 
I am always telling little stories about 
my life to take everyone’s minds off 
the fact they are worldng very hard. 

“I am interested in the mechanics of 
the body and am always talking about 
muscle work. I want people to think 
about where they should be working 
- or aching - so there’s motivation but 
no screaming and shouting or getting 
down in the mud.” 

Currently, groups of up to 20 take 
part in the morning sessions, every 
Wednesday, Friday and Saturday and 
in evening bootcamps every Monday 
and Wednesday. 

Spotting a gap in the market and 
hoping to combat any “elitist” percep¬ 
tions of personal training, Shenda 
sets her classes at different levels so 
anyone from beginners to marathon 
runners can benefit. 

“Every session is different,” she said. 
‘There’s nothing worse than going to 
a class and it being exactly the same 
as the last one. 

“There will always be a whole body 
workout and we look to train every 
muscle so it’s always interval training, 
aiming to burn 500 calories a session. 

“Especially with the guys - and 
sometimes ladies too - there’s a large

amount of competition but it’s really 
fun, friendly competition. 

“Ladies find it brilliant and they 
start competing with the men. It’s a 
nice group dynamic and everyone 
seems to get on.”

Ulisses explains 

to Beth Allcock 

why testing 
Wharfers’ DNA is 
a game changer 

T echnology that matches an 
individual's DNA profile with 
their genetic ability to respond 
to exercise and diet is proving 
popular at Reebok Sports Club. 

Ulisses, head of personal training 
at the Canada Square gym, said the 
findings gained from the DNAFit 
Test - which relate to general 
performance and diet - would 
"take away the guessing game" for 
Wharfers seeking to make the most 
of their fitness sessions.

New book calls on 
former trader’s 
practical experience 
of a complex world

D o you spend your days in 
one of Canary Wharfs glass 
towers, surrounded by 
colleagues you call friends 
but whose job description and role is, 
at best, opaque? If so, you’re not alone 
in E14. 

Morgan Stanley contractor 
Andrew Sutherland has clocked up 
17 years in the investment banking 
sector, beginning in the technology 
department in New York’s Citibank 
before a spell on the trading floor. He 
moved to London in 1998, where he 
returned to his tech roots at the firm’s 
Strand office. 

The 50-year-old admits he contin¬ 
ually found himself sharing office 
space with those whose roles he 
couldn’t understand throughout his 
work in the US and at various Wharf- 
based heavyweights. 

Three years ago, it sparked the 
idea for The Front Office Manual: The 
Definitive Guide To Trading, Structuring 
And Sales, a new book co-written with 
former colleague Jason Court. 

“I felt the time was right for 
something like this,” said Andrew. 

“It took me years to understand 
what all the departments in the bank 
did and how they worked together. 

“All that has changed over the last 
few years but we are offering a pretty 
up-to-date look at how things are

now. A lot of the books on investment 
banking are either written by 
academics not in the industry, or are 
too high-level. 

“Because of the background John 


and I have, we are practical in our 
approach. 

“And it’s practical knowledge that 
can turn your ideas into a product 
that can be sold. 


‘This was an opportunity to put 
some of this practical experience on 
paper and try to create something 
that was of value.” 

The father-of-two said the text was 
highly detailed but that he hoped the 
single-volume resource would help 
capture the attention of those looking 
to make banking their career. 

Andrew said as a technologist 
designing systems for the bank’s 
trading floors, it was his sector that 
had been put in the spotlight following 
the global financial crisis. 

‘Technology has just scratched the 
surface of what it can do in the world 
of investment banking,” he said. 

“Banks have put 
on doing simple 
things, but doing 
more of them. 

‘There has been 
a huge emphasis 
on automation 
and algorythmic 
trading, and about 
putting computers 
in charge of trading 
practice. 

‘The computers are doing the bulk 
of trading in many markets.” 

And this shift could signal a space 
for The Front Office Manual Two, which 
might follow this writing adventure. 

“Writing has been really fun,” said 
the north Londoner. 

‘You get stuck into it and it becomes 
a good way to spend your day. 

‘The industry keeps evolving and 
the way banking is now changes 
things - there will be room for a 
second edition.” 

The Front Office Manual by Andrew 
Sutherland and Jason Court is 
published by Palgrave-Macmillan UK. 
Available on Amazon at £20 for the 
Kindle edition and £27 for the hard 
copy. 
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New year already looking better for savers 


YOUR MONEY 


D espite a better economic 
climate, those struggling to 
build or maintain a savings 
nest egg are still suffering. 

Experts recommend everyone 
should have at least three months 
of their salary saved in a “rainy day” 
fund, but with wages remaining 
largely stagnant, many people are 
struggling just to make ends meet. 

According a Lloyds Bank survey, 43 
per cent of consumers who have been 
unable to save over the past year said 
they simply didn’t have enough cash 
left over at the end of the month 
Nearly 30 per cent were aged 
between 45 and 54, suggesting that 
even those well-established in their 
careers are still far from financial

security. However, despite the 
apparent gloom, there is one small 
but significant glimmer of hope on 
the horizon. 

The Bank has just announced that 
a scheme called Funding For Lending, 
which was launched in August 2012 
to help struggling borrowers, will be 
re-focused away from helping the 
housing market and onto helping 
small business borrowing. 


Some experts now believe this 
could lead to a small improvement in 
savings rates in the coming months, 
just in time for the new Isa season, 
when savings account providers 
traditionally increase competition. 

Sylvia Waycot, editor at financial 
information website Moneyfacts. 
co.uk, said: “It will take a little while 
for better savings rates to hit the 
Moneyfacts best buy tables, but as Isa 
season is almost upon us that would 
be the obvious place to see the first 
signs of rate recovery. 

“2013 has been a dismal year for 
savers; 2014 is already sounding so 
much better.” 

Consumer group Which? highlights 
how the returns on cash Isas, a 
tax-free way of saving your money, 
have become “almost unrecognisable”. 


Back in 2000, the best rate on 
a cash Isa peaked at 7.25 per cent, 
meaning that if you had invested 
£6,000 into this account, you would 
have earned £435 a year in interest, 
provided the rate stayed the same. 

Nowadays, an instant access deal 
offering a rate of 1.75 per cent is 
among the top-paying accounts for 
a cash Isa. Investing £6,000 in a cash 
Isa with this rate would earn you just 
£105 a year in interest. 

Which? says that despite 
plummeting Isa rates, it’s always 
a good idea to make full use of a 
tax-free account before turning to 
one on which tax has to be paid. 

You have until April 5,2014, to use 
up the cash Isa lim it of £5,760 for the 
current tax year.

Q One of my tenants has 
asked if she can change 
our rental agreement, so 
she starts paying monthly rather 
than at the quarterly rate we 
originally agreed. So far she has 
been a great tenant and I really 
cannot imagine having any 
problems with her but do you 
think there is a need to put this 
new arrangement in writing? 

A lt is crucial for any 

landlord to be aware of 
everything that is 
expected of them. 

Landlord and tenant 
relationships can be difficult. You 
are fortunate enough to have a 
good relationship with yours. 

However, it is worth 
remembering that even the best 
relationships can turn sour due 
to unforeseen issues in the long 
run. 



Writing it down means there is 
something solid to refer back to 

Many disputes between 
landlords and tenants end up 
in court and often relate to 
problems caused by a failure to 
make clear and comprehensive 
agreements in writing. 

You should always draw up 
a tenancy agreement, with a 
view to updating it if and when 
necessary. 

Dates for the rental payment 
are a fundamental part of letting 
property. Any failure to meet 
such payments could potentially 
lead to a tenant's eviction so it 
is in everyone's best interests to 
outline any change to a contract 
as clearly as possible. 

Since you are not renting 
through a professional I would 
always recommend that you 
seek advice from a lawyer 
when making amendments to a 
contract. 

Failure to do so could make 
your changes null and void 
leaving you exposed if the worst 
did happen. The best thing to do 
is sit down with your tenant and 
come up with a form of words 
you're both happy with.
